EDUCATION 


PLANNED Iii RUSSIA. 


Sweeping Reform Will Be Decreed at 
End of War. 


Word was received in this country 
from an officer of the izar's household 
that the second wide sweeping reform 
to b<* effected in Russia will lie com 
pulsory education. 
The letter state* 
that M. Kasso. minister of instruction 
and religion, is formulating a decree to 
be Issued on the termination of the 
present hostilities and to be Iii full rf 
feet throughout the empire after a pp 
Hod of five years. The matter is being 
discussed by the ministers of the t zar's 
cabinet. 
It is generally lielleved that 
the zemstvos, or local 
government 
bodies, will heartily welcome the new 
move In education and give it titian 
cia! support. 
Trior to the revolution of loo.* little 
progress had been made in RiiihIm as 
regards education, and ainee then, in 
spite of the serious consideration of 
the matter by auc«*e«sivedumns. no con­ 
siderable or permanent reforms have 
been effected. The autocracy's distrust 
of the dissemination of western ideas 
of government through free schools 
battled attempts at Improvement in 
public instruction during the nineteenth 
century. 
While the standard of Mid 
versify instruction Is high in Russia, 
the state of the secondary and primary 
school** leaves much to Im* desired. 
Most of the primary education is un 
der the direction of Hie ministry of 
public instruction aud the Holy Synod 
'rho one good feature of the Russian 
primary school system Is tile practical 
Inst met ion given in gardening, bee 
keeping and manual training.

I 'n I i :•>, March 22.—Two Zeppelin war 
iisloons soared across the French bat- 
He lint* near Gompicgne <*arly Sunday 
I morning and made the long threaten­ 
ed night raid on Paris. 
Many incendiary bombs were drop 
ped on tile c apital aud on its suburb-!. 
Many 
fires 
ensued, hut they wore 
speedily checked Icy Hie firemen, who 
Lad been warned of the approach ol 
th# hostile air craft. So far as known 
now no one was killed. 
i 
'ike greatest damage wa 
done it 
the Industrial suburb of Courbevoie, 
where several factories in which nighs 
work wa* being carried on and whose 
glass roofs guided the kaiser’s ait 
destroyer 
aryl provided all too excel 
lent targets. 
Two fac tories at Courbevoie were 
deaf rove d and one workman was serf 
ously injured. One factory, in the Hue 
Louis ribac-h, Courbevoie. wan first 
a tta 1 led. A bomb of great size* wa 
dropped on the building, destroying It 
aud tearing a great hole in lite ground. 
The earth was torn up for a great 
depth, yet only two of the workmen 
were h u r t 
The others had narrow 
escape*. 
Another fse to n in a nearby street 
Iii Courbevo'e also was turned into a 
mass of debris by a bomb, whit** all 
surrounding buildings within a radius 
of don yards had tiieir windows ghat 
tered by the concussion. 
A bomb was dropped also on a lit 
tie island in the Seine, between Neuil 
ly and Courbevoie, which Is a favorite 
Summer resort of Parisians. The Ii is* 
forte shop on lire bens la .latte wa 
smashed to piece* by an a< rid smell­ 
ing bomb. 
In Neuilly a fire was ram-e I in the 
Hue Cbsuveau bv an Incendiary bomb. 
This spectacular night raid c f the 
Zeppelins teated the p re p sre d n e -> of 
Paris for such a development of the* 
war. The Parisians pre erved the ut­ 
most calm, many flocking in tl the 
streets to watch the 
pee tat Ie of an 
aerial battle between the anti-air raft 
guns of the forts and the hostile air 
ship*. 
The forts bombarded the Zeppelins 
and gave them a warm welcome. Then 
a squadron 
o f 
French 
aeroplanes, 
charged 
with tile duty of guarding 
Parte, leaped into the ait. each hear* 
Ing a searchlight, the shaft 
of light 
from which looked like shooting Mars 
i s they flashed aero** the 
< iourfle-s 
•ky. 
The 
airship* 
appear to have come 
from near Cotnpiegne, the point al 
which the Germans are rio-e to Paris. 
New* of their approach was telegraph­ 
ed to Paris by territorial 
sold **r- 
guarding the railway at Compicsfne. 
On rec eipt of thin tele gram the po 
lief of Paris and the fire departments 
sent out buglers in taxic a h s to ri le 
through the streets arui -outid the fan­ 
fares which bael been agreed upon a- 
the signal of warning to the inhabit­ 
ants. These trumpeting! wore added 
to by the bass notes of motor horns. 
Almost instantly all street lights in 
the lily were extinguished and Paris 
was in total darkness.
